‘Junior, Vice-President of the Ministry of Posts 
and Communications) all are in favour of the 
changes suggested by the Councillors on In- 
ternal Government Reform. The longest me. 
morial is from HE, Chang ‘Chib- tung, dealing 
in detail‘about the great harm both the Govern- 
ment and people will receive, if the various 
Provincial Governments are so hastily: reor-
